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Newly submitted claim 19 is directed to an invention that is independent or 
distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: the 
originally claimed invention does not require a method of coupling a flexible 
resilient means and clip to a covering 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally 
presented invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original 
presentation for prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claim 19 has been 
withdrawn from consideration as being directed to a non-elected invention.

Claims 13-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. Claims 13-18 improperly depend from 
canceled claim 1 . 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 
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Claim 12 is rejected under 35 U.S. C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Haller, Haller shows a head member 28. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 12 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Thayer et al. in view of Atkins et al. Thayer in fig. 3 shows the claimed device 
with the exception of the removable head member. Atkins shows a removable head 
member. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to modify the device of Thayer to comprise a removable 
head member, as taught by Atkins, to enable replacement of same. Furthermore, to 
make the head member of any desired pattem is deemed to be an obvious matter of 
design choice. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Robertson et al., Maguire and Comette showing aesthetic 
design head members.
